Two meetings of the 


council were held during the year, the 
last occurring in this city on Saturday-. 
At thsse meetings many jurisdiction- 
a! disputes were brought, up and re- 
commendations were made most of 
which have been complied with. 


in the matter of the protection of 


children the executive council had 
bills introduced in the legislatures of 
many states, particularly in the south, 
prohibiting the employment of child- 
ren in mills, factories and industrial 
establishments.
